ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - "I've 


always said that another man 
will hit .400," says Ted Wil- 
liams. "It's stupid to say any- 
thing will 
never 'be accom- 


plished. And this (Kico) Carty 
just may be the guy to do it." 


The happy Atlanta Braves 


outfielder from the Dominican 
Republic would be the first ma- 
jor leaguer to hit .400 in 29 years 
if he continues at his present 
torrid pace— a lusty .435 aver- 
age through 47 games. 


Williams was the last one to 


do it, hitting ,406 in 1941. 


"The 
one thing he has to 


avoid is a prolonged slump," 
said Williams in a telephone in- 
terview with The Atlanta Jour- 
nal. "And he's gotta be lucky, 
get the breaks. 1 got plenty of 
breaks my year. But the one ad- 
vantage he has is speed. I know 
he says he doesn't have much 
speed, but he's quick. I know, 
I've seen 
him." 


Drawing the collar in one 


game has been a slump for 
Carty this year. The free-swing- 
ing slugger has hit safely in 42 
of his 47 games this season, in- 
cluding 
one 
31-game 
hitting 


binge and another that carried 
through nine games. 


"Rico was just born to be a 


hitter," says teammate Orlando 
Cepeda. "He just may be the 
best ever." 


But Rico doesn't appear to be 


concerned, possibly because he's 
missed out on several baseball 
honors. 


For example, Carty was the 


National League's No. 2 hitter 
in 1964 with a .330 mark his 
rookie season, but rookie of the 
year honors went to Richie Allen 
who hit .318. 


l,ast year Carty missed out on 


the comeback of the year award, 
which went to Tornmie Agee of 
the New York Mets. Carty had 
missed the entire 1968 season 
with tuberculosis and suffered 
through three shoulder separa- 
tions in 1969, but still managed 
to hit .342 for the year and .390 
in a September drive that saw 
Atlanta win 20 of 27 games and 
capture the National League 
West flag. 


This year he added another 


omission to his growing .list. 
Carty wasn't included on the 
Ail-Star game ballot, selected 
last winter. 


"Nobody can make me build 


up my mind to .400," says Car- 
ty. "Nothing is impossible, but 
I'm not going to think about it. 
That's when you get in trouble."

WASHINGTON (API - The 


government today approved the 
general use of L^dopa, a new 
drug widely hailed us the first 
effective help tot the hundreds 
of thousands of Americansi suf- 
fering from Parkinson's Dis- 
ease. 


The Pood and Drug Adminis- 


tration, under heavy 
public 


pressure, cleared the drug for 
sale in an unusually short time, 


But the PDA also ordered un- 


precedented follow up testing by 
manufacturers because of the 
high incidents of adverse side 
affects associated with L-dopa. 


"This new drug shows prom- 


ise of being one of the major 
drug 
discoveries 
of 
recent 


years," said Dr. Charles C. Ed- 
wards, commissioner 
of the 


PDA. 
"As a treatment for Par- 


kinson's Disease, it is important 
to possibly as many as a million 
Americans suffering from this 
affliction." 


Parkinson's Disease is a dis- 


order of the central nervous sys- 
tem, 
usually affecting persons 


over 50 and causing leg and arm 
tremors that often progress to 
total rigidity. There has been no 
effective drug treatment for the 
incapacitating disease. 


Edwards said clinical tests in 


this country since 1966 indicate 
approximately two of three pa- 
tients are partially or totally re- 
lieved of their symptoms by L- 
dopa. 


He cautioned, however, that 


"side effects have been reported 
in a majority of patients, some 
of them quite unpleasant and 
others even dangerous. 


"Whether or not the use of 


this drug is justified in the very 
early stages of Parkinson's has 
not been established," the 
com- 


missioner said. 


The side effects range from 


nausea to intestinal bleeding, 
heart problems and mental dis- 
turbances of varying severity. 


L-dopa also is believed to act 


as a sexual stimulant in many 
patients tested. 


"Evidence 
to 
date 
shows 


clearly that benefits outweigh 
the risks," Edwards said. 


"For 
the first time in FDA 


history," he said, "manufactur- 
ers will be required to conduct 
long-term studies of the^'drug's 
effects.

from abroad. 


"It would be illogical and un- 


acceptable to provide consum- 
ers with only partial protection 
from whatever dangers may be 
inherent in using certain pesti- 
cides," said Poage. 


"If it is determined that a 


chemical is detrimental to a 
person's health, then he should 
not be exposed to it on foods 
grown in either this country or 
abroad." 


In addition, Poage said, it 


would be unfair to restrict 
domestic farmers' use of some 
pesticides while allowing com- 
petitive items in from overseas 
without the same limits. 


He noted competition from 


abroad is already severe be- 
cause laborers in other lands 
are paid less than U.S. workers. 


He said his bill would prohibit 


imports of foods from any coun- 
try unless the President, has de- 
termined the nation involved en- 
forces antipesticide restrictions 
at least equal to those applica- 
ble in the United States.

DOCTOR'S MAILBAG 


Low Blood Pressure 
Can Be Cause of Stroke 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—I had a slight stroke 


four months ago. What can 
I do to prevent another one? 


A—Prevention depends on 


the early 
recognition and 


treatment of such predispos- 
ing c a u s e s as high blood 
pressure, a high blood cho- 
lestrol level, gout, diabetes, 
excessive smoking, obesity 
and chronic nervous tension. 
Anticoagulants may be given 
if the stroke is due to clot- 
ting in one of the arteries of 
the brain. 


Q—Is it possible for a per- 


son with a low blood pres- 
sure to have a stroke? 


A—Yes. High blood pres- 


sure is only one of the pre- 
disposing causes. 


Q—I am a housewife, 87. I 


have low blood pressure and 
hardening of the arteries. 
Twice last week I started to 
talk but my tongue felt thick 
and I couldn't control my 
speech. Could a stroke have 
been the cause? 


A—This could have been 


due to a very mild stroke, 
but other conditions involv- 
ing the speech center in the 
brain should be ruled out.

J. W. Ftil- 
bright at the ballot box in 1968, 
a former state Supreme Court 
justice has begun a campaign 
thai he hopes will lead to the re- 
call of the Vietnam war critic. 


Former .Justice Jim Johnson 


believes that the Arkansas 
Democrat's continued opposition 
to the war in Southeast Asia, 
views oh student dissent and 
vote 
against Supreme 
Court 


nominee G. Harrold CarsweU 
have angered so many Arkan- 
sans that voters now want to re- 
move from office the senator 
they re-elected less than two 
years ago. 


To give them a chance to vote 


on it, Johnson heads a petition 
campaign to place on the No- 
vember general election ballot 
a state constitutional amend- 
ment setting up the procedures 
for recalling statewide officers 
and, specifically, U.S. senators. 


Doubts have been expressed 


about the constitutionality of 
such an amendment, but if he is 
successful in November John- 
son plans to petition for an elec- 
tion on the recall of the Sen- 
ate's Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee chairman. 


Johnson is confident that he 


will obtain the more than 62,000 
signatures needed by July 3 to 
get the proposed amendment on 
the ballot. He has said he has 
put petitions in the hands of 
14,000 persons, many of whom 
helped him by gathering 130,000 
signatures in his petition cam- 
paign to put George Wallace's 
name on the Arkansas presi- 
dential ballot in 1968.

"great personal responsibility" 
that Fulbright is still in the Sen- 
ate because he was unable to 
push the senator into a runoff 
in the 1968 Democratic primary 
race in which Johnson ran sec- 
ond in a four-man field.

Court in 1966 to wage a success- 
ful race for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination, but 
lost in the general election to 
Gov. Winthrop Rockefeller. 


Johnson claims he could have 


forced a runoff and Fulbright's

about 3 per cent of the vote, 
Wallace won Arkansas' electori- 
al votes and Mrs. Johnson, like 
her husband, lost. 


Since Johnson began his re- 


call campaign, questions have 
arisen about whether the U.S. 
Constitution permits a state to 
recall a senator. 


District Judge Alfred C. Hag- 


an of the state of Idaho killed 
an effort in 1967 to recall Sen. 
Frank Church, D-Idaho, by rul- 
ing that the U.S. Constitution did 
not give the states power of re- 
call, but the issue apparently 
has not been fully tested in the 
courts. 


Part of Hagan's ruling was 


that a state recall would vio- 
late a U.S. constitutional provi- 
sion that declares each house of 
Congress the judge of the quali- 
fications of its own members. 


Richard Arnold of Texarkana, 


considered one of Arkansas' ex- 
perts on constitutional law, says 
the recall movement was of 
"doubtful validity" 
because 


senators are elected under fed- 
eral law 
and 
their 
six-year 


terms are set by the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 


He suggested that the federal 


constitution 
must 
first 
be 


amended to provide for the re- 
call of a senator. 


"Jim Johnson's argument is 


that the people created him and 
they can uncreate him," Arnold 
said. "... But the people, in the 
Constitution, have delegated a 
large part of their powers and 
a six-year term as a limitation 
on the power they have." 


Fulbright has withheld com- 


ment on Johnson's campaign. 


Johnson has charged that the 


questions about the recall have 
been raised deliberately to cast 
doubt on his effort.

UTTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


attorney general's office was 
asked Tuesday for an opinion 
on the constitutionality of a 
1969 law providing for a special 
election if no candidate 
re, 


ceives a general election roa' 
jority. 


Charles D. Matthews of North 


Uttle Rock, state chairman of 
the Democratic party, asked for 
the opinion on Act 225 of 1969. 


"There is a serious question 


of constitutionality," Matthews 
said. The act may conflict with 
the state Constitution's provi- 
sion that a candidate with the 
higheast number of votes is to 
be the winner in an election, he 
said- 
Matthews said he wanted to 


establish the constitutionality of 
the law without a court test. 


People would lose confidence 


in the Democratic process if a 
candidate were forced to under- 
go the rigors of an additional 
election campaign that "had no 
legal meaning," he said.
